2.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Arrangements.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  by  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and 
the  Public  Health  laboratories  at  Preston.  These  arrangements  are 
satisfactory.  A  report  on  every  examination  is  made  to  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

Ambulance  Arrangements.  Ambulance  service  in  the  district  is 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  Vehicles  are  stationed 
at  Billinge  Ambulance  Station,  and  highly  satisfactory  service  is 
being  provided. 

National  Assistance  Act.  1948  and  1951.  No  action  under  Section  47 
of  these  Acts  was  taken  during  the  year  1959  by  the  Authority.

Water  Supply.  The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  two  Deep  wells  in 
the  district,  situated  at  Roby  Mill  and  Tontine.

During  the  drought  great  diffi  ('ll!  +J*-  wq  o  experienced  in  continuing 
the  supply  of  wato*>  r-rora  th®  ^oD y  Mill  Pumping  Station,  and  consequently 
water  had  to  he  rationed  during  the  month  of  October  and  part  of  November. 
Water  had  also  to  be  purchased  in  bulk  from  an  adjoining  source,  and 
weekly  bacteriological  tests  were  taken  and  forwarded  to  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  All  these  tests  appeared  to  be  Class  I 
satisfactory. 


Luring  the  year  a  new  high  pressure  filtration  and  chemical  dosage 
plant  was  installed  at  the  Roby  Mill  Pumping  Station,  and  the  water  is 
treated  before  filtration  by  the  addition  of  chlorine  and  sulphate  of 
alumina,  and  after  filtration  by  the  addition  of  Soda  Ash.  This  scheme, 
together  with  the  improvements  that  have  been  carried  out  to  the  mains 
in  the  district,  is  proving  most  beneficial. 

43  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year9  and  the  results  proved  that  42  samples  were  satisfactory 
and  1  sample  unsatisfactory.  Also  8  samples  of  water  were  sent  for 
chemical  analysis  -  all  satisfactory. 

Regular  chlorination  of  the  water  supply  is  carried  out. 

2,106  houses  in  the  district  have  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  the 
main,  and  6  houses  obtain  their  supply  from  wells. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  are,  at  the  present  time,  six  small 
sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district  situated  at  Roby  Mill,  Crawford, 
Digmoor,  Tawd  Bridge,  Holland  Moor  anc^Dams  Head.  The  Dams  Head  works 
is  the  one  in  the  most  satisfactory  condition,  and  schemes  are  being 
prepared  to  improve  the  conditions  at  Holland  Moor, Tawd  Bridge  and 
Digmoor;  and  also  with  regard  to  the  sewering  of  the  Chequer  Lane, 

Pimbo  Lane  and  Appley  Bridge  areas.

Under  the  General  conversion  scheme,  the  local  authority  pays  a 
contribution  of  £12.  towards  the  cost  of  a  conversion,  or  bears  half 
the  cost  if  the  total  cost  is  less  than  this  amount.  1  conversion  was 
made  in  1959 - 

Public  Cleansing.  Street  scavenging  and  removal  of  house  refuse  are 
carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Privy  middens  and  ashbins  are  emptied  regularly  and  the  Council’s 
own  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  engaged  in  the  removal  of  refuse  to 
controlled  tips.

Plans  are  now  "being1  prepared  for  the  last  slum  clearance  phase  on  the 
Highgate  Estate  comprising  of  73  dwellings,  and  it  is  hoped  in  this  programme 
to  allocate  a  small  portion  of  land  for  the  construction  of  Aged  Persons 
Dwellings.  The  scheme  for  the  erection  of  10  Aged  Persons  Dwellings  in  the 
Hall  Green  area  was  commenced,  together  with  work  on  an  additional  5  houses 
in  the  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme.

6.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


During  1959?  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  requiring  hospital  treatment 
were  removed  to  Whelley  Hospital  and  Astley  Sanatorium,

Disinfection.  Disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  by  the  local 

authority.  Dwelling  houses  are  dealt  with  on  removal  of  cases  to 
Hospital  or  release  from  isolation  or  infectious  cases.

When  required,  houses  are  disinfected  by  the  method  of  Formaldehyde 
fumi gators.
